~ WILMINGTON - The School 
Committee race heats up 
with the entry of another can- 
didate, making for another 
contested race in this year’s 
annual town election. 

Karl Sagal, a 15-year 
Wilmington resident, joined 
the campaign when he pulled 
papers for School Committee 
last week. Previously he 
served for approximately 
eight years on the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. He also ran 
for a seat on the Board of 
Selectmen twice, in 2002 and 
2003. Both of his two children 
attend Wilmington public 
schools. Sagal is also known 


for his local cable access 
show, Wilmington 
Perspectives, that previously 
ran on WCTV. Sagal is very 
interested in the high school 
project, particularly in the 
continuation of the education- 
al process during construc- 
tion, and a recent slip in stan- 
dardized test scores. 
Incumbent Leslee Quick and 
Michael Bodnar are also 
planning to run for the two 
open School Committee seats. 
Summing up the remaining 
races, four men are potential- 
ly in the race for two open 
seats on Board of Selectmen,

for fiscal year 2012 on 
Monday evening. In a fiscal 
climate marked by extreme 
deficits at the state level, 
Wilmington’s conservative 
approach continues: to fund 
the town budget with modest 
increases, maintaining ser- 
vice levels in departments, 
while approving a number of 
capital investments. 

Caira began by comparing 
Wilmington, which has been 
able to significantly increase 
its operational reserves, with 


other towns across. the’ 


Commonwealth. However, one 
significant difference, 
Wilmington has not had to lay 
off employees or make steep 
cuts to schools and services, 
nor has it implemented a 
plethora of user fees. 

“The objective of the Fiscal 
year 2012 budget plan is to 
continue... to improve ser- 
vices and expand programs 
by carefully allocating funds 
in an efficient and resource- 
ful way,” said Caira. 

Caira proposed appropria- 
tions for FY12 of $78,544,184, 
representing a decrease from 


the FY11 budget of $679,083. 
The spending reduction 
includes eliminating a cur- 
rently unfilled clerical posi- 
tion in the Town Manager’s 
office while supporting a new 
full time position in the 
School Department. The fig- 


ure also allows for triple cap-

School budget, strategic plan survey, program of studies

WILMINGTON - The pro- 
posed School Department 
budget for fiscal year 2012 
includes a 2.5 _ percent 
increase over fiscal year 2011, 
Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton explained to 
the School Committee 
Monday evening. The Town 
Manager echoed the same 
figures in his budget mes- 
sage, delivered later that 

night to Selectmen. The bud- 
get aims to add an additional 
foreign language teacher at 
the high school, increase the 
staff for strings music 
instruction by .5, and replace 
some aging equipment. 
Committee members also dis- 
cussed a new strategic plan 
survey and in the 
high school’s program of 
studies. 

The Town Manager’s pro- 
posed budget recommends an 
increase in the school depart- 
ment appropriation of 
$767,500 over F'Y11 funding to 
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$31,467,500 for FY12, which 
begins July 1, 2011. 

“Working in collaboration 
with the Superintendent of 
Schools, it is our belief that 
the proposed budget would 
preserve a quality education- 
al experience for Wilmington 
students,” said Town 
Manager Michael Caira. “We 
know that all problems are 
not solved by money but by 
hard work and innovation. 
The School Department has

demonstrated a commitment 
to improving programs and 
raising student performance 
in a cost effective manner 
and, in turn, the community 
continues to demonstrate its 
support for the priority mis- 
sion of Town government, the 
education of its children.” 

In a written statement to 
the Town Manager, Benton 
said, “Every effort has been 
made to prepare a budget 
that is fiscally responsible as

well as responsive to current 
economics, but that also 
allows the Wilmington Public

The budget will maintain 
current staffing levels while 
adding 1.5 full time equiva- 
lent positions; a foreign lan- 
guage teacher at the high 
school to move toward a goal 
of making foreign language a 
high school graduation 
requirement, and a half-time 
position in the strings pro- 
gram.

play strings in the school dis- 
trict, but with only one 
teacher supporting that pro- 


gram. 
The budget also supports . 


continuing technology initia- 
tives with an $85,000 appropri- 
ation to replace computers. 
Some one-time federal stimu- 
lus dollars will go toward 
wiring all the school buildings 
for fiber optics. Other capital 
expenditures will replace 
alarms at the North 
Intermediate and Woburn 
Street Schools and purchase a 
new-handicapped accessible 
minivan. 

School Committee Chairman 
Peggy Kane expressed con- 
cern that state funds for the 
full time kindergarten pro- 
gram may be cut due to fiscal 
pressures on Beacon Hill. The 
Governor’s proposed budget 
does still support early educa- 
tion, but it remains to be seen 
if the legislature will continue 
_ to fund it. 

Benton expressed apprecia- 
tion to the Town Manager at 
both the School Committee 
meeting and the Selectmen 
meeting, stating, “As always, 
the Town Manager has fore- 
sight into what we can cover.” 

“It is up to the citizens of the 
town of Wilmington ultimate- 
ly,” said committee member 
Mario Marchese, referring to 
the fact that Town Meeting 
must approve the budget. 

The Department expects 
four to five retirees this year, 
a lower number than in years 
past. A budget hearing is 
planned for February 9. 

In other School Committee 
business, the Superintendent 
introduced a Strategic Plan 
survey for parents and com- 
munity members, and others 
for staff and students in 
preparation for the develop- 
ment of a new district strate- 
gic plan. Strategic plans 
shape the priorities of district 
leaders and define bench- 
marks for success over the 
next five years. 

“’m_ excited about the 
process,” said Benton. 


The survey will be available 
online until February 15. Then 
Benton and other administra- 
tors will gather additional 
data, identify seven to eight 
common topics of interest, 
and bring that information 
back to the School Committee. 

Finally, Wilmington High 
School Vice Principal Dennis 
Mahoney appeared before the 
committee to discuss 
to the program of study at the 
high school. 

Next year a computer appli- 
cations class will be eliminat- 
ed, explained Mahoney, 
because students enter the 
high school already techno- 
logically. savvy. However, 


many kids are not 


to personal finance, so 
for the class of 2014 all fresh- 
men will have to pass a ‘man- 
aging money’ course as a 
requirement for graduation. 

The High school will also be 
adding more business classes 
based on student feedback, 
including honors marketing 
and advertising, sports man- 
agement and entertainment, 
and e-commerce. The school 
will drop Algebra 1B and 
English 9. Mahoney explained 
that 66 percent of students 
going to the high school 
already take algebra 1. Both 
English 9 and algebra 1B are 
under-enrolled. 

A new class in American 
Sign Language will start next 
year as well and will. count 
toward any future foreign lan- 
guage requirement. 

“It’s a real skill to have,” 
said Mahoney. 

Organic chemistry is being 
offered as a precursor to 
offering AP Chemistry, which 
is a district goal over the next 
five years. ; 

“My dream is to have more 
interdisciplinary classes at 
the high school. That’s part 
of our 2ist century goal,” said 
Benton. 

“Every year you manage to 
come up with new and excit- 


- ing opportunities as well as 


get rid of some older classes,” 
said Kane.

last until mid-April. Weather 
can affect us in many ways 
and a fairly new mental 
health diagnosis of Seasonal 
affective disorder (SAD) is a 
form of depression that 
occurs in relation to the sea- 
sons, most commonly begin- 
ning in winter. The disorder 
may begin in adolescence or 
early adulthood. Like other 
forms of depression, it 
occurs more frequently in 
women than in men. Most 
people with the “winter 
blahs” or “cabin fever” do 
not have SAD. 

The cause of SAD is not 
known, but it is thought to be 
related to numerous factors, 
including:. ambient light, 
body temperature, and hor- 
mone regulation. A rare 
form occurs in the summer. 
Symptoms are; afternoon 
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slumps with decreased ener- 
gy and concentration, carbo- 
hydrate cravings, decreased 
interest in work or other 
activities, depression that 
starts in fall or winter, 
increased appetite with 
weight gain, and social with- 
drawal to name a few. 

A visit to your health care 
provider will look for other 
causes of the symptoms and 
confirm the diagnosis. A 
psychological _ evaluation 
may be needed for more 
severe depression. As with 
other types of depression, 
antidepressant medications 
and talk therapy can be 
effective. Light therapy 
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using a special lamp to 
mimic light from the sun 
may also. be helpful. 
Symptoms commonly get 
better on their own with the 
change of seasons. 
Individuals who have had 
recurrent seasonal depres- 
sion should speak with a 
mental health care profes- 
sional to explore treatments,

sion costs will climb five per- 
cent. In his remarks,. Caira 
added, “while the budget will 
not accommodate an overall 
increase in staffing, salary 
accounts will rise slightly due 
to real and anticipated 
employee contractual obliga- 
tions.” 

Perhaps the highest bond 
rating in town history, from 
AA- to AA+ this year, enabled 
the town to borrow funds to 
water and sewer infrastruc- 
ture improvements, a window 
and door replacement’ pro- 
gram at the Shawsheen 
School, and a new aerial 
tower fire truck at an interest 
rate of 2.76 percent. Further, 
debt paid for the last ten 
years on $34,585,000 raised for 
the construction of the 
Middle School the Public 
Safety Building, and for the 
Route 38 Sewer project will be 
paid off this year amounting 
to a savings of at least a mil- 
lion dollars over FY11. 

The Department of Revenue 
certified free cash for the 
town at $6,684,088, an 
increase of nearly 40 percent 
over last year’s free cash cer- 
tification of $4,821,738. Caira 
expects this trend to continue, 
thereby allowing for extraor- 
dinary expenditures, such as 
the high school feasibility 
study, without having to pass 
any overrides. 

Caira’s budget anticipates a 
10 percent reduction in unre- 
stricted general government 
aid and a five percent reduc- 
tion in chapter 70 Education 
Funds, projecting a total 
reduction of 5.8 percent cut in 
local aid, or $716,370. 

Public safety expenditures 


in the proposed budget 
include $5,000 to replace the 
computer aided emergency 
dispatch system, $18,000 for 
the purchase of a heavy-duty 
extractor and dryer to laun- 
der protective clothing, sta- 
tion linens, and non bio-cont- 
aminated ambulance linens 
to National Fire Protection 
Association standards. Caira 
also recommends $21,300 for 
14 automatic external defib- 
rillators for the Police 
Department, $220,000 for a 
rapid response vehicle for the 
Fire Department, and 
$150,000 for the purchase of 
five police cruisers. 

For the Department of 
Public Works operating bud- 
get, Caira highlights that the 
FY12 budget will fund all cur- 
rent programs including the 
new turf management pro- 
gram, as well as $84,700 for 
play area improvements at 
several schools. 

Chapter 90 state construc- 
tion funds will enable the 
DPW to reconstruct and 
resurface 2.8 miles of roads 
with improvements planned 
for sections of Concord 
Street, Glen Road, Shawsheen 
Avenue, and Woburn Street as 
well as a sidewalk project on 
Lawrence Street. 

Caira wants to also fund 
$37,990 for a new zero turn 
lawnmower, a new air com- 
pressor for the Highway 
Division, as well as two new 
computers for the 
Engineering Division, 
$239,950 to replace three con- 
struction and maintenance 
vehicles including $160,000 for 
a heavy-duty catch basin 
cleaner truck. 

The Manager recommends 


$42,000 for the redevelopment 
of the Salem Street and 
Shawsheen Avenue wells, 


ment vehicles, two pick-ups 
and a one-ton utility truck, 
for the Water Department.

The Fantastic Four among the very best 


Joey Aucoin, Ryan Maskell, Pat Young and Tyler Stillings

If you are a stat junkie, or a 
high school sports guru, you 
may have noticed in 
Monday’s Boston Herald that 
Joey Aucoin of Wilmington is 
the top netminder in all of the 
Cape Ann League posting a 
1.36 Goals Against Average. 
But what you may not have 
noticed is that two other 
Wilmington residents are also 
No. 1 in their leagues, Ryan 
Maskell of Shawsheen Tech is 
the top netminder in the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference with a 2.69 GAA, 
and Pat Young is the best in 
the Catholic Conference help- 
ing Malden Catholic emerge 
as the top ranked team in the 
entire state. 

But missing from Monday’s 
Herald are the Division 1 New 
England Prep School Hockey 
standings. In the middle of 
the pack is Brooks School of 
North Andover, and among 
the league’s better goalies is 
Wilmington native Tyler 
Stillings, a three-year starter 
who plays in arguably the 
toughest high school confer- 
ence in all of New England. 

So there you have it - four 
kids from Wilmington, all 
seniors, all goalies with three 
of them best in their entire 
division, and the other play- 
ing superb in one of the most 
competitive leagues around. 
All four of them grew up play- 
ing together in various youth 
and select teams, and have 
also spent time in various 
goalie camps and clinics over 
the past few summers. 

But four kids from the same 
town, of the same age as 
starting goalies for four dif- 
ferent varsity clubs is cer- 
tainly unique and fascinating. 

“I grew up playing with 
those guys so I know they are 
all good players,” said 
Maskell. “I played on a lot of 
the same teams as Joey, so it 
is great to see them doing so 
well. Tyler and Pat are just 
amazing goalies and I think 
Joey and I are both about the 
same. We are all good 
goalies. 

“I am not really surprised 
they are doing so well,” 
Maskell added. “We all came 
out of Wilmington and we all 
got some good coaching.” 

Steve Scanlon has been 
behind the Wilmington High 
School hockey bench serving 
as head coach since the 1991- 
92 season. That year the 
‘team had just one win, but 
had a spectacular goalie in 
Bobby Lesko, who once made 
over 60 saves in a loss to 
Billerica. Since those days, 
Scanlon has seen a number of 
tremendous goalies g0 
through his program, as well 
as many others. 

“I can't remember the last 
time we had: a (subpar) 
goalie,” said Scanlon. “Even 
back to the days of Lesko and 
(Jason) Dango, we've always 
had great goalies. We've been 


~ 


fortunate that way and you 
need a good goalie to survive. 
I couldn't tell you what the 
reason is. It seems like who- 
ever we get goes off on their 
own and they go to the top 
goalie camps around and they 
get that training they need.”

For the past two seasons, 
Joey Aucoin got pretty com- 
fortable on the Wildcat 
bench. He was the guy who 
opened the gate. for the 
defensemen who came on and 
off the ice. He was the prac- 
tice goalie, the one who 
played for the JV team, and 
dressed for the varsity, wait- 
ing and hoping someday he 
would get his chance. 

“He' s been a career back- 
up, and he got his chance to 
play this year,” said Scanlon. 
“He's not really facing a ton 
of shots every night, but like 
(Saturday) when we coughed 
the puck up and_ the 
(Pentucket) player went in 
alone for the breakaway, Joey 
was there to make a game, 
turning save. He's made sev- 
eral of those this year for us. 
His saves for us have been 
game turning saves - if 
Pentucket got that goal, it's a 
brand new game. If they are 
up 3-2, we're in big trouble 
right there.” 

When Aucoin was a fresh- 
man, he went to Malden 
Catholic with his buddy Pat 
Young. But after the school 
season was over, Aucoin 
decided that MC wasn’t for 
him, and he also wanted a 
better shot of playing varsity 
goalie and knew that those 
chances were slimmer if he 
stayed at MC behind Young. 
So he transferred to WHS, 
and sat behind Zach Rosa for 
two years. Rosa was excep- 
tional last year earning Cape 
Ann League MVP honors and 
was named an All-Scholastic. 

“I sat since my sophomore 
year, and (Rosa) is really 
good,” said Aucoin. “It was 
good waiting behind him 
because he helped me a lot. 
I’ve been waiting for my 
chance to finally play, and 
I’m glad that I can finally 
show people that I can play.” 

Indeed Aucoin can play. 
He’s very quick and agile - he 
slides across the crease very 
well and very fast. He’s ter- 
rific with his glove, and also 
cutting down angles. He does 
a very good job of taking the 
puck out of play when his 
teammates need a rest, and 
of course he has come up 
with that huge save when 
called upon. 

“Joey’s playing a lot better 
than I ever thought he 
would,” admitted Scanlon. “I 
mean Zach (Rosa) was great 
and coming into this season I 
had question marks about the 
goaltending because (Aucoin) 
really didn't have any (start- 
ing) experience at the varsity 
level. But he's been tremen-

dous. He's done a hell of a job 
for us thus far.” 

Aucoin is much different 
than Young and Stillings, who 
are both over six feet tall. 
Aucoin stands in roughly 
around 5-8. 

“'m definitely not the 
biggest kid,” he said. “If I see 
someone coming down, I def- 
initely try to cut down the 
angles as much as I can. 
(Opposing players) like to go 
up top (glove side) on me all 
day so I watch out for that. 
But speed is definitely my 
game. I just try to be as quick 
as I can, so when I see them 
making some passes, I just 
try to really work on my agili- 
ty. ” 


In 12 games this season, 
Aucoin has given up just 17 
goals. He has posted three 
shut out victories, and has 
given up two goals or less in 
10 of his 12 starts. 

“Yeah a little bit but I knew 
I was capable (of performing 
like this),” he said. 

But back during middle 
school years and Pee Wee 
Hockey days, Aucoin said he 
really had no idea how it 
would play out with four 
goalies from the same town. 
Now he’s happy that all four 
of them have been given a

chance to show what each of 
them can do. 

“I know Ryan and Tyler but 
I know Pat much better and 
we’ve been good friends for a 
while,” said Aucoin. “Tyler 
and I were on the same teams 
a lot growing up and we split 
time (in the net) in Pee Wees 
and Bantams. Ryan I’m 
friends with but we normally 
play against each other and 
not on the same team. 

“And Pat was always a year 
older than me, but we went to 
Malden Catholic together my 
freshman year. Pat is a very 
good goalie. Imean he has 
the size and you just look at 
him and it’s intimidating. We 
played together on a select 
team called the Cyclones so 
we worked out together a lot.”

the end of last sea- 
son, Malden Catholic was 
making a move as one of the 
better teams in the entire 
state, and head coach Chris 
Serino made a sudden change 
in the net, making Young his 
starter. When MC went into 
the Super 8 tournament, there 
was Young facing and helping 
his team defeat Needham, 
Winchester and Catholic 
Memorial in the round robin, 
before losing to Hingham in 
the semi-finals for the third 
straight year. 

“That was probably the best 
game anyone could have 
asked for,” said Young.

well he is playing but it really 
can be difficult for Pat,” said 
Serino. “Because we control a 
lot of offense, he may go four 
to six minutes without seeing 
a shot, but when he does, he’s 
always making that big save 
which we need at the time. So 
I’m pleased with his concen- 
tration and focus. I think the 
more pressure on him, the 
better he is.” 

Being on the’ No. 1 ranked 
team in the entire state can 
be fun, but also can be a lot of 
pressure. 

“The three guys on our top 
forward line have all commit- 
ted to Hockey East Schools 
next year with one going to 
UNH, one to BC and the other 
to BU so that helps a lot,” 
said Young with a laugh. “We 
do have a young defense but 
they are playing great in 
front of me. There are times 
when I see maybe 15 shots, 
but there are other games 
like Catholic Memorial where 
I'll see 25.” 

Unless MC completely falls 
apart in the second half, it’s 
safe to say that the team will 
be heading back to the Super 
8 tournament. But this time 
Young and his teammates 
have different plans. 

“We have been playing real- 
ly well, and we just want to 
stick to our goals,” he said 
“Our agenda has been to win 
the whole thing. Every kid’s 
dream in Massachusetts is to 
win a state championship.

“Ryan is a great kid to have 
around and I enjoy having 
the pleasure of coaching 
him. He gets it. He knows 
when it is time to be serious 
and when it is OK to have a 
little fun on the ice. He is a 
great team kid.” 

While Maskell loved being 
part of the team that made 
a run to the state title game 
two years ago, he is enjoy- 
ing this season even more, 
knowing that he will be 
relied on by his teammates. 

“It is definitely a lot more 
stress, but I enjoy it,” 
Maskell said. “I know I 
have to work hard every 
game to get ready and to 
put the team in the best 
position to win, I am look- 
ing forward to going as far 
as we can and if we work 
hard every day in practice I 
have no doubt we can make 
it?

Tyler Stillings admits that 
prep school is not for every- 
one. Yet that being said, he 
loves being at the Brooks 
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School, even if a lot of 
Wilmington people or high 
school hockey fans don’t 
know a thing about the 
school, the program-or the 
league he plays in. 

“It’s a higher level than 
most of the (MIAA high 
school leagues),” he said. 
“It’s kind of like what Pat 
sees with Malden Catholic. 
We beat St. Sebastian’s ear- 
lier this season and that 
was a huge upset in the 
Prep Private League. But 
then St. Sebastian’s beat 
Catholic Memorial 6-0, so 
that was a pretty big win 
for us. We’re still kind of in 
the middle of the standings, 
but this has been a good 
year for us.” 

In the win over St. 
Sebastian’s, Stillings made 
40 saves. That was one of 
his victories this season, 
and currently the team is 6-

“It’s just a very competi- 
tive league,” he said.

Hockey team remains on 
top of Cape Ann League

The old cliché says that 
finishing in a tie ‘is like 
kissing your sister’ Well 
when it comes to hockey, 
giving up a two-goal lead 
and ending in a tie, is like 
kissing your sister and 
watching her favorite televi- 
sion show on the same 
night. 

On Monday afternoon, two 
of the top hockey teams in 
the Cape Ann League, and 
two of the top teams in all of 
Division 2 went toe-to-toe at 
the Ristuccia Memorial 
Arena. Wilmington vastly 
outplayed in the first period, 
had leads of 1-0 and 2-0, only 
to see Newburyport score 
two goals in the third period 
as the teams skated off the 
ice in a 2-2 deadlock tie. 

For Wilmington, the team 
improves to 10-1-2 overall 
and 10-0-1 in the league 
(while going to 27 games in 
the league without being 
beaten), while Newburyport 
is now 8-2-2 overall and 7-2-2 
in the league. That means 
Wilmington is now five 
points ahead in the stand- 
ings over the returning 
Division 2 State finalists, 
and are nine points ahead of 
third place Masconomet, 
but the Chieftains do have 
two games in hand. 

“The point really benefits 
us,” said head coach Steve 
Seanlon. “It puts us a full 
three games up, so we’ll 
take this point and move on. 
We’ll have another shot at 
them at their place.” 

Newburyport was all over 
Wilmington in the first peri- 
od controlling possession, 
the tempo and_ forcing 
Wilmington to make a num- 
ber of mistakes especially 
with its trail man in the 
offensive zone. 


“Yes, (the player) was too 
low,” said Scanlon. “We’ve 
gone over it and it’s a mat- 
ter of getting too cocky and 
jumping down into the play 
when it’s not there. The first 
period goal and (our goalie 
Joey Aucoin) were the only 
good things to happen for us 
in the first period. (Dalton) 
scored a nice goal before 
the end of the first period.” 

Still despite the mistakes 
Wilmington led 1-0 scoring a 
goal just under a minute left 
in the first period. Senior 
Andy Owens picked up a 
loose puck just outside the 
red line on the right hand 
side of the ice. He came 
streaking into the 
Newburyport zone before 
passing the puck to his left 
where Dalton Rolli came 
storming in and unleashed a 
perfect hard wrist shot to 
the top right hand corner.

Adams crowned 18th and 
final CAL Wrestling Champ

Shawn Adams made pro- 
gram history on Saturday 
afternoon, and he’s about to 
do it again, hopefully this 

Saturday afternoon. 

The first go around, Adams 
earned himself.a Cape Ann 
League individual wrestling 
tournament championship by 
taking the 140-pound crown 
during Saturday’s all-day 
meet in which Wilmington 
finished 7th out of 13 teams. 

That championship was the 
first for Adams but the mak- 
ing history part came as he 
will be the last Wilmington 
wrestler to ever win a Cape 
Ann League championship 
title, and his name will forev- 
er be on the Wrestling Team’s 
Wall of Fame for that accom- 
plishment since WHS will be 
competing in the Middlesex 
League next year.. 

Now that he has his first 
ever tournament champi- 
onship title, Adams wants to 
make program history again, 
basically as soon as he can. 
With Saturday’s 5-3 win over 
Salem’s Kyle Hardy, Adams 
now has 96 wins in his career 
and needs just four more to 
crack the 100-win plateau 
which has only happened six 
times: Derek Hanley (153), 
Stevie Sughrue (133), Mike 
Sorrentino (132), Evan and 
Roman Walsh (123 and 117) 
and Mike St. Aubin (100). 

“Shawn has such tenacity - 
he’s a little spitfire out there 
for us,” said head coach Mike 
Pimental. “Unless he gets 
caught in a five point move 
where he can’t get out of, he’s 
just very comfortable on the 
mat and he always goes until 
the last whistle. No matter if 
he is trailing, he comes from 
behind to win a lot of match- 
es and he just always hangs 
in there until the final whis- 
tle. There’s a lot to be said for 
that - about his heart and his 
drive to succeed.” 

Adams has had great suc- 


cess for the Wildcats over the 
last few years. He placed in 
the top five spots in the 
Division 3 North sectionals 
each of the past three years, 
doing so in three different 
weight classes. He also fin- 
ished as a Division 3 state 
finalist last year, which came 
weeks after losing in the 
Cape Ann League 
Championship match. 

“When the buzzer went off 
(on Saturday), I just’ went 
crazy,” said Adams. “This is 
my first title ’'ve ever won - 
I’ve come so close so many 
times, so I’m really excited 
about this one. I’m very 
proud of myself and it just 
shows that all of the hard 
work I put in during the off- 
season is worth it.” 

Adams won his first two 
matches on Saturday and fin- 
ished up around 2:45 pm - he 
then had to wait until 7 pm to 
resume wrestling with his 
final match against Hardy, 
who last year he defeated 15- 
3 in the same competition. 

“I just kept thinking about 
the upcoming match,” said 
Adams. “I faced him last year 
and beat him, and I knew he’s 
a big kid. I knew [had to 
shoot low on him, and I had 
to stay on top of him as much 
as I could because I knew his 
strength was on bottom - he’s 
pretty tough.” 

So after a few powerbars 
and gatorades, Adams was 
ready for his title match. And 
what an unusual match this 
became. 

“The score was 0-0 after the 
first period, and I ended up 
going up 5-2 after the second 
period (with some back 
points),” explained Adams. 
“Then in the third period, I 
was able to hold him down for 
about 15 seconds, and with 
about 50 seconds left in the 
match, he started bleeding 
and at that point I was lead- 
ing 5-3.”

So 
that’s when I decided that I 
had to go in the best defen- 
sive stance I possibly could - 
so Ijust sprawled out and 
held my position as much as I 
could and when that buzzer 
went off, I just went crazy.” 

Adams is the first kid to win 
a league title since Kenny 
Joyce back in 2008. Adams 
becomes the 18th different 
wrestler in the history of the 
program to win a Cape Ann 
League title since 1997. 

“It’s quite an honor to do 
that,” said Adams, who 
improved his season record to 
21-8 with the win. 

Added Pimental, “I think 
it’s very exciting to see 
Shawn win and become the 
school’s last Cape Ann 
League champion. He finally 
got that monkey off his back - 
he previously was in several 
final matches but couldn’t get 
that break.

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Brandano back as 
an enforcer after 
serious injury

Kelly Brandano never sec- 
ond-guessed her chances of 
leading the Wilmington 
girls’ hockey team to a vic- 
tory over Marblehead last 
winter. A top scorer on the 
team, there wasn’t much 
that could stop the junior 
physical contact that came 
her way. It never crossed 
her mind that maybe one of 
those everyday hits could 
end her season. 

But when a player in any 
sport suffers a concussion, 
it’s an injury that’s accom- 
panied by more serious con- 
sequences than those that 
come with your usual 
bumps and bruises. And 
that’s exactly what 
Brandano suffered in 
December 2009. An injury 
so serious, she was just able 
to return to the Wildcat 
hockey team at the start of 
this season, a whole year 
later, and not even up to full 
speed. 

“It was a game against 
Marblehead. It was in the 
corner, and I just lost my 
edging, fell backwards on 
my head, and I just went 
unconscious,” Brandano 
described. 

When an athlete gets 
impact to the head, the 
brain can sometimes move 
around in the skull and pos- 
sibility hit up against it. As 
a result, nerve injuries, as 
well as bruising of the brain 
can occur, and the athlete 
can become concussed, 
which impairs the way their 
brain normally functions. 

The impact Brandano suf- 
fered was _ particularly 
severe, and in order to 
ensure her safety, she was 
held to the sidelines for 
almost a whole year, which 
was a big loss for the 
Wildcats. 

“We did alright last year,” 
she said. “I had a couple 
goals leading up to that, but 
my concussion was only 
about eight games in to the 
season.” 

As hockey has always 
been her favorite sport, 
Brandano was especially 
disappointed to be missing 
out on so much, but she 
tried to keep the best atti- 
tude she could and stay pos- 
itive. 

“{It wasn’t] good. I got 
down on a lot of things; it 
kind of brought me down. I 
came to every game, tried 
to support the team. I went 


to practices, did everything 
I could [to stay positive],” 
she said. 

And it wasn’t just 
Wildcats hockey her con- 
cussion kept her out of. 
Brandano also played for. 
off-season hockey teams 
that she was also forced to 
watch from the sidelines. 

Finally, she was cleared to 
come back to hockey about 
a week before her senior 
season began. ’ : 

“It was good [to be back], 
but knowing I wasn’t going 
to be back fully wasn’t,” she. 
said, as she is now only able 
to play half as much as she 
used to. 

“It feels good [to be back]. 
but I’m not doing as good as 
I though I could have been,” 
Brandano added. “This 
year we’re doing alright [as’ 
a team]. We could be doing 
better. We’re starting to 
lapse a little bit. We have to! 
keep playing asateam.” - 

One highlight of her 
return, however, was being 
named a captain of the 
team, after serving as an 
assistant captain last sea- 
son. ’ 

“It does [mean a lot to be 
a captain]. And with all the: 
younger girls on this team I 
really try to keep a positive’ 
attitude. It’s a lot of fun,” 
Brandano said. 

Her coach, Joe McMahon, 
had even better things to 
say about her. : 

“Kelly has always been, 
good to have. She was real-. 
ly sorely missed the elever: 
games last year. Kelly and: 
Meghan [Pickett] have 
great attitudes as captains.’ 
They’re probably some of! 
the best leaders I’ve seen. 
They really take a lot of the 
work away from me. 
They’re really good role 
models.” 

Hoping to overcome such 
a disappointing yet danger- 
ous injury, Brandano hopes 
to continue to get healthier 
and possibly continue her 
hockey career at a division 
three college next winter. 
So far, she said she is inter-. 
ested in UMass Boston and: 
New England College. But: 
right now, she’s hoping to: 
do as much as she can to® 
finish off her senior season?

Three Generations of All-Time Hockey Greats

Back in 1968, Ed Doherty 
was the co-captain of the very 
first organized Tewksbury 
Memorial High School Boys 
Varsity Hockey team. Little 
did he know-at the time that 
20 years later his son Derek 
would be a captain and help 
the Redmen finish with their 
best season to date with a 16- 
1-3 record. During that 1988 
season, Derek set program 
records with points in a sea- 
son (60) and points in a 
career (135), which both still 
hold today. 

And little did Derek know 
that 23 years after that, today 
his son Ryan would have the 
‘C’ on his jersey, and current- 
ly leads the Redmen and the 
entire conference in scoring 
with 37 points through 14 
games and is also 13 points 
away from reaching the .100- 
point plateau. 

While Ryan is helping the 
2010-11 team off to a terrific 
11-2-1 record, which includes 
being ranked as the No. 1 
team in the Boston Herald 
Division 2 Poll, his father is in 
his 10th year as head coach of 
the program he once skated 
for, and his grandfather is an 
attendance for every game 
watching every shift, ever so 
proudly. 

Thus in the past 43 years, 
three generations of the 
Doherty family have served 
as captains of the varsity ice 
hockey team, and all three of 
them easily are three of the 
best players the program has 
ever seen. 

“Eddie was a very good 
player on that 1968 team,” 
said former head coach Bob 
McCabe, who watched every 
game during the ‘68 season. 
“He was one of a few guys 
who could skate. He was an 
excellent skater and he had 
terrific hands. No one took 
slap shots back then, but he 
could skate. I think he still 
stands among the top 20 all- 
time forwards (in the history 
of the program). 

“The one thing that kept 
Derek out of (professional 
hockey) was his skating abili- 
ty,” continued McCabe. “But 
he had the hardest shot I’ve 
seen from the Merrimack 
Valley Conference. He had a 
beautiful set of hands - he 
could easily have played 
shortstop for the baseball 
team. He had NHL caliber 
hands. The only thing that 
kept him out of the pros was 
his skating - I mean his skat- 
ing was terrific for Tewksbury 
and Salem State (just not 
enough to reach that next 
level). Derek could play 
though -- 60 points in one sea- 
son is something. 

“I recently told Derek that 
he better watch out as Ryan 
would be creeping up on his 
record. I think Ryan has the 
potential to really do some- 
thing special in hockey. I 
think he needs a few more 
years of hockey, whether it’s 
Prep School or Juniors, but I 
believe he can play at an elite 
college program.” 

All of this is coming from 
McCabe, who once played an 
coached at Boston University, 
and who led the Tewksbury 
Redmen to its only state 
championship back during 
the 1995-1996 season. 

“Eddie Doherty is Mr. 
Hockey here in Tewksbury,” 
said McCabe. “There’s no 
question about that.” 


For the newborn 


When Derek Doherty 
arrived in the world, his 
father arrived at the hospital, 
not only as a new father, but 
with a present for his new- 
born son. 

“Thad my first pair of 
skates when I was born,” 
recalls Derek. “My father 
brought a pair of skates to the 
hospital the day I was born 
and I still have them.” 

When that day came, Ed 
already had logged a lot of 
minutes into Tewksbury 
Hockey. He spent that 1968 
season as a co-captain with 
Jimmy Lightfoot, helping to 
start up the varsity program. 

“There were some good 
teams - we weren’t one of 
them but there were some 
good teams,” said Ed with a 
laugh. “Wilmington and 
Burlington were very good. 
The'only kids who could skate 
really were the ones from 
Silver Lake - George Hughes, 
Ed Buckley, Jimmy and 
myself mostly. 

“Hockey was good back 
then. It was tough. It obvious- 


ly wasn’t as fast as it today, 
the shots weren’t very hard 
and you got away with a third 
line that wasn’t very good — 
not like now. These kids get 
better every single year.” 

Ed went on to say that the 
Tewksbury kids learned how 
to skate by spending morn- 
ings at the Silver Lake in 
Wilmington before Tewksbury 
hockey became organized at 
the varsity level. 

“I learned from skating with 
all of those Wilmington guys 
down at the Lake,” he said. 
“Then in high school we were 
a club team until 1968. John 
Corbett was the first coach. 
He was a great guy - he would 
meet us down at Silver Lake 
before school started. He’d be 
down there around 6:30 in the 
morning. I think he lived in 
Medford at the time, and he 
would meet us at the Lake. 

“In the old days we didn’t 
skate everyday. I think we 
may have practiced three 
days a week, and we played 
Wednesday night and then 
everyone in the league would 
play on Saturday all at the 
Billerica Forum.” 

After graduating from 
TMHS in the spring of 1968, 
Ed Doherty was asked to join 
up with Tewksbury Youth 
Hockey in its first year, 1970. 

“Freddie Carpentino was 
one of the original founders of 
Tewksbury Youth Hockey and 
at that time, we only had two 
teams, a Bantam team and a 
Pee Wee team,” said Ed 
Doherty. “Freddie ended up 
breaking his leg so they asked 
me to help out coaching. 
Heck, I was just a few. years 
older than those kids and was 
right out of high school. But 
we had a great team with 
guys like Colin Aherne and 
Greg Wilkie, and that team 
went along way.” 

That was the start of coach- 
ing for Ed Doherty, who up 
until two years ago was still 
involved with Tewksbury 
Youth Hockey. During his 
near 40 years with the pro- 
gram he coached two teams 
to state championship titles, 
and also took a team out to 
Wisconsin for the National 
Championships. -He coached 
countless number of teams, 
he also was the director of 
referees and the President of 
Youth Hockey for decades, 
including overseeing 600 kids 
at one point. 

Two of the thousands upon 
thousands of kids who went 
through the youth hockey pro- 
gram at one time or another 
were Derek and -Ryan 
Doherty, two kids who Ed was 
fortunate enough to coach at 
one time. 

“Derek was just like Ryan - 
they are both easy kids to 
coach,” said Ed. “They are 
both just like their mothers - 
good personalities. There was 
never a problem with Derek - 
I mean he was the best player 
in the league, and that’s not 
me saying that, that’s the way 
it was.” 


A true sniper 

This past Monday night, 
Derek Doherty painfully 
watched his Redmen team get 
defeated by Central Catholic 
by a 6-1 score. Back in the 
winter of 1985, Derek suited 
up for Central Catholic during 
his freshman year of high 
school only to transfer to 
TMHS. During his sophomore 
season of 1986, Derek finished 
with 29 points helping the 
Redmen finish 11-5-1, includ- 
ing a MVCSmall School 
Championship before losing 
to Matignon, 2-0, in the first 
round of the Division 2 
Eastern Mass playoffs. 

The next season, 1987, 
Tewksbury finished with a 12- 
2-5 overall record and again 
were crowned the MVC Small 
School Champions and were 
knocked out of the first round 
by another Catholic School, 
Austin Prep. Derek finished 
the season with 19 goals and 
27 assists in just 19 games. - 

Then came 1988 - his senior 
season. With the ‘C’ located 
on his No. 10 jersey, Derek 
helped lead ‘Tewksbury to its 
best season in program histo- 
Ty at the time (that mark was 
broken the following season). 
Tewksbury finished the sea- 
son with a 16-1-3 overall 
record. The season ended 
with Tewksbury losing in the 
first round of the playoffs to 
Dom Savio, 6-5, and the only 
other loss came against 
Central Catholic, 42. Derek 
finished that season with 34 


goals and 26 assists, giving - 


him 60 points for the season 


wears the No. 21. 


and 135 for his career. 

“Derek had the best hands 
and he could score - he was 
unbelievable at that,” said his 
father, who served as an 
assistant coach under 
McCabe during Derek’s three 
seasons. “I remember going 
to a Haverhill game and they 
said their goalie was going to 
UMass Lowell to play Division 
1 hockey - Derek came across 
the red line during that game, 
let a shot go and scored. The 
next shift, he was given a 
pass at the blue line and he 
let another shot go and he 
scored. The next shift he 
ended up going in and taking 
the goalie out for a coke and a 
sandwich, and I’m like ‘this 
kid is going Division 1’? It’s 
funny because I think we beat 
them 7-1 that night.” 

If you ask McCabe or any 
Tewksbury hockey historian, 
Derek Doherty is the best for- 
ward to ever suit up for 
Tewksbury and Russ Mann is 
the best defenseman to ever 
wear a Redmen uniform. But 
for Derek those days are long 
gone - his playing days that is. 
After spending two years 
playing at Salem State 
College, Derek got married in 
1992 and has three children, 
Ryan, Katie and Marissa, all 
athletes. Ryan is a golfer and 
a hockey player, Katie plays 
basketball and softball at the 
high school and Marissa is an 
elite gymnast. And Dad, is a 
full-time salesman during the 
day, and a hockey coach at 
night - and a very good one. 

“(I think he’s a great coach 
because) he treats everyone 
the same,” said Ryan. “When 
we get on the ice, it's always 
100 percent and that carries 
over right into the games. 
There's no 50 percent here 
and 50 percent there - it's you 
work 100 percent, you work 
the system and that's how we 
win.” = 

Derek recently won his 100th 
game as head coach of the 
Redmen program taking over 


‘back in 2001 after Bob Ware 


resigned. He has taken a num- 
ber of Redmen teams deep 
into the post-season, and this 
year’s team certainly has the 
talent to go very far once 
again. Certainly Ryan 
Doherty is the team’s best 
player, and fellow captain 
Sean MacLeod is the team’s 
best defenseman, and they 
have helped the coach add to 
his win total. But the coach 
says it’s their leadership that 
means more to the program 
than anything else. 

“I stopped coaching Ryan 
(at the youth level) when he 
was a Mite,” said his father. 
“I got the job here ten years 
ago and he’s always been 
around us, around the locker 
room. Ryan has seen how I’ve 
treated the team and the 
rules we have so when he 
came in the transition for him 
was very easy. He knew what 
he could do and what he 
couldn’t do. Ryan’s a good kid 
and he’s a very coachable kid. 


He’s a very good player and I 
have a lot of those kids 
whether it’s Sean MacLeod -- 
I have kids who just get it. We 
all have good attitudes here 
and no one is hanging their 
heads or being a sour grape. 
We’re all here for one reason 
and that’s to win hockey 
games and that’s it.” 

While Derek’s three teams 
combined for a record of 39-8- 
9, including three small 
school championship titles, 
Ryan has followed that up 
with similar impressive num- 
bers. A four-year player with 
the varsity, the Redmen have 
combined for a record of 59- 
17-7, including three straight 
MV/DCL Division 2. titles. 
During that time, Ryan ended 
his freshman season with five 
assists, before ending his 
sophomore season with 7 
goals and 7 assists. Last year 
as a junior, he broke out fin- 
ishing with a league best 31 
points including 6 goals and 
25 assists. 

“J just really like Ryan’s 
attitude,” said his grandfa- 
ther. “I would never have put 
up with what he puts up with. 
Every game he gets whacked 
and whacked but he’s smart 
enough to stay away and he 
doesn’t do anything (back) 
and he’s tough. He gets 
whacked and hit a lot because 
people pay attention to him.” 

The number of wins and the 
number of points they each 
get are not the only similari- 
ties between father and son or 
coach and player. 

“They are a lot alike,” said 
Ed. “I always tell Derek that 
Ryan’s a better skater, he has 
better hands, he has a better 
shot and I’m just busting him 
but the one thing about Derek 
and Ryan is they both know 
exactly where the net is and 
they have that knack. They 
also both see the ice very 
well. Derek was pretty nifty - 
he would have this move 
where he’d do behind the 
back with his stick and put a 
pass right on a kid’s stick and 
I try it and I can’t do it. They 
are both very similar on the 
ice and they are both very 
similar with their attitudes.” 

Derek though says different- 
ly. 

“I had better moves than 
Ryan,” he said jokingly. 


Left it at home 


High School athletes and 
their parents usually spend a 
lot of time at home talking 
about the latest game, effort 
or playing time. But for the 
Doherty Family, that doesn’t 
seem to be the case. 

“He's still the same coach,” 
said Ryan. “He treats every- 
one the same. If I go out on 
the ice and make a mistake, 
he's going to yell at me and if 
someone else goes out on the 
ice and makes a mistake, he's 
going to yell at them the same 
way. We leave everything out 
here. At home, he's Dad. He's 
coach here and he's Dad at 
home.”

Derek said leaving every- 
thing at the rink is something 
he learned from his father. 

“J learned that you don’t 
treat your own (child) any 
different than any of the other 
kids,” said Derek. “That’s 
what I’ve brought in and I 
learned that from my father. 
Ryan’s a hockey player and 
when we go home, I’m Dad, 
but when we’re in the locker 
room, or on the ice and we’re 
playing and competing, 
Ryan’s just another player. If 
he messes up, he’s sitting just 
like any other player - you’re 
not going to affect the team 
and be a distraction. I was 
always taught to keep my 
mouth shut, go out and work 
hard and play hard. 

“We don’t really discuss it at 
home.

When we 
get home, that’s it. His moth- 
er can talk to him about the 
game, but for us we’ll have 
something to eat and we'll 
talk about something else.”

Ed Doherty wore No. 7 dur- 
ing his senior season, Derek 
Doherty wore No. 10 during 
his senior season, and Ryan 
Doherty is the one wearing 
No. 21 during every Redmen 
game. The kid can play. He 
stands in at 6-0, 165 pounds 
and he can skate - give him 
the puck in the open ice and 
watch him perform magic. 
Give him space to unleash a 
shot inside the opponent’s 
blue line and it nails the back 
of the net with ease. The kid 
can play. 

But when he made the team 
as a freshman, he heard voic- 
es saying he couldn’t. 

“I heard that from every- 
one,” answered Ryan about 
knowing that people thought 
he only made the team as a 
freshman because his father 
was the coach. “But you just 
go out and work hard, and 
then you just have to prove 
them wrong.

READING - Two area 
libraries are in a contest for 
portions of a limited pool of 
state funds for the renovation 
and expansion of such facili- 
ties - and neither will know 
how well they were able to 
place in the race until next 
July. 

Both Reading and Woburn 
submitted plans last week to 
be considered for funds as 
part of the Massachusetts 
Public Library Construction 
Program, which is similar to 
the School Building Program, 
but with the funds targeted 
specifically for libraries. 

“Since 1988, some 200 cities 
and towns have programs to 
upgrade and expand their 
libraries,” said | Woburn 
Library Trustee Richard 
Mahoney. “Woburn, _ like

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Reading, is looking to do the 
same this year.” 

While both towns are 
applying to the same pro- 
gram, the proposals are very 
different - Woburn’s carries a 
price tag of $24 million, while 
Reading’s overall cost is more 
in the range of $11-11.5 mil- 
lion, roughly $10 million of 
which would qualify for reim- 


bursement from the state as 


part of the Massachusetts 
Board of Library 
Commissioners Library 
Construction Grant program. 

Town officials believe that 
grant could cover between 40- 
50 percent of the estimated 
cost of the project. The grant 
awardees will not be 
announced until July of this 


year. 

Reading’s plan calls for the 
creation of a new wing, and 
reworking the entranceway 
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into the library, along with 
addressing other deficiencies 
cited in a report on the facili- 
ty issues in 1999. 

If awarded the funds, 
Reading would be responsible 
for raising the remainder of 
the $7.7M needed for the proj- 
ect on its own, which it would 


likely do through a debt exclu- 


sion question at the polls. 
Reading’s subsequent 
Town Meeting in the fall 
would have to authorize a 
Special Election for the 7.7 
million Debt Exclusion vote. 
A public awareness cam- 
paign would be conducted 
through the summer months, 
with the election likely being 
held next fall (one stipulation 
of the grant program is that 
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READING AND WOBURN PUBLIC LIBRARIES ARE in the process of applying 
for state grants that would cover 40-50% of construction costs for new and renovat- 
ed libraries. Both Reading and Woburn will be waiting until July to hear back on 
this new round of grants.

the local funding be author- 
ized by the end of the calen- 
dar year, so a vote would need

“Along with Reading and 
Woburn, there are about 25-30 
other communities that also 
submitted applications,” said 
Mahoney. “Right now we are 
all waiting to hear where we 


-- fall on the list.” ‘

expected until mid-July. 

Mahoney said that because 
there is a limited amount of 
funding (estimated _at 
between $70-80M), communi- 
ties are anxious to see where 
their projects are ranked in 
terms of need once the list is 
announced.

“NO STRINGS ATTACHED” ENJOYABLE 


A DECENT HORROR MOVIE IN THE DEAD OF WIN- 
TER - The Rite is an American supernatural thriller film 
based on Matt Baglio's The Rite: The Making of a Modern 
Exorcist, directed by Mikael Hafstrém and written by Matt 
‘Baglio and Michael Petroni. It stars Anthony Hopkins 


(above) as Father Lucas. 


“THE RITE” 
GRADE: ** 

As a studio release for the 
horror film “The Rite” points 
out, Pope John Paul II once: 
said, "The battle against the 
Devil, which is the principal 
task of Saint Michael the 
Archangel, is still being 
fought today, because the 
Devil is still alive and active 
in the world." 

"The Rite" is a supernatu- 
ral thriller that uncovers the 
Devil's reach to even one of 
the holiest places on Earth. 
Allegedly inspired by true 
events, the film follows semi- 
nary student Michael Kovak 
(Colin O'Donoghue), who is 
sent to study exorcism at the 
Vatican in spite of his own 
doubts about the controversial 
practice and even his own 
faith. 

Wearing his deep skepti- 
cism like armor, Michael chal- 
lenges his superiors to look to 
psychiatry, rather than 
demons, in treating the pos- 
sessed. Only when he's sent to 
apprentice with the unortho- 
dox Father Lucas (Anthony 
Hopkins)—a legendary priest 
who has performed thousands 
of exorcisms—does Michael's 
armor begin to fall.

His approach to the role is fun 
to watch, and the movie is the 
better for it. 

There are some genuinely 
scary moments, a few that 
rival ‘The Exorcist’ for creepi- 
ness and shock value, making 
“The Rite” an unexpected 
treat - a decent horror movie 
in the dead of winter.

edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 


“During a meeting ... in. 


City Hall, Joseph LeMay, the 
EPA's project manager for the 
Wells G & H site, explained 
that 14 monitoring wells near 
W.R. Grace on Washington 
Street and Olympia Avenue’s 
UniFirst property contained 
tetrachloroethylene _ levels 
that exceed federal thresholds 
for drinking water supplies. 

“Though the groundwater 
isn’t being used for drinking 
— Wells G & H have been out 
of commission since 1979 — 
the EPA is concerned that the 
contaminates could be gather- 
ing under foundations and 
then seeping into buildings in 
a gas form, a process referred 
to as vapor intrusion. 

“These compounds tend to 
want to travel from a water 


phase to an air phase. They 


have the possibility to travel 
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QUITE THE DEVELOPING SITUATIONS 


and accumulate in air under- 
neath the building. Then it 
can possibly get into a build- 
ing’ LeMay explained. 

“Though the federal offi- 
cials wouldn’t detail the exact 
location of properties to be 
tested, citing privacy laws, 
LeMay claimed that less than 
10 total residential and com- 
mercial buildings are being 
examined. 

“_.. LeMay and other EPA 
officials repeatedly told gath- 
ered residents and abutters 
that the two rounds of testing 
were precautionary... 

...’The first samples will 
be collected sometime around 
February, while the second 
round of testing will take 
place sometime in the spring 
or summer. The EPA should 
have the results of the testing 
two to three months later...”

“On January 4, Pulte 
Homes of New England sub- 
mitted a site plan review 
application to town officials to 
redevelop the former Addison 
Wesley site at 1 Jacob Way.

ovating the current Library 
building which is 131 years old 
and a National Historic 
Landmark. The rest then pays 
for an addition that will more 
than double the square footage 
of the current building - one 
that will include a Children’s 
Room, a community meeting 
room, a Teen Room and mod- 
ern bathroom facilities. 

Why is the project needed 
right now? 

As library trustees point 
out, “The WPL simply has run 
out of space. It was opened in 
1879 and has remained virtual- 
ly unchanged for 131 years. 
While the Trustees, Director 
bed Staff work hard to maxi- 

mize existing space, we all 
realize that our building has 
limitations. In order to provide 
2ist century services for our 
community, the library needs 
to expand now. 

While it may seem that the 
project is a new request on the 
part of the Library, attempts 
to expand have been taking 
place for decades. 
Additionally, this particular 
project has been in the works 
since 2002. The grant from the 
state was awarded in’ 2005, 
then funded in 2008.

munity our size needs while 
respecting the history and aes- 
thetic mastery of our National 
Historic Landmark.” 

Can the library be relocat- 
ed? 

The library trustees say, 
“Tn response to these, and sim- 
ilar, questions our Trustees 
prepared a report that looked 
at a few different ideas for a 
Library “campus,” an alterna- 
tive site and a satellite loca- 
tion. The final conclusion was 
that an addition to the Library 
is the only feasible, and finan- 
cially viable, way to improve 
library services in Woburn. 

How much is the library in 
Woburn utilized? 

According to statistics pro- 
vided by the Trustees, “There 
are more than 14,000 people 
with library cards in Woburn. 
Based on the ‘city population 
of 38,983, more than a third of 
all Woburn residents are 


Stoneham Selectmen impose 


conditional $1.6M trash fee

STONEHAM - Refusing to allow the shutter- 
ing of the library and $1.7 million in cuts to the 
school system next year, the Stoneham 
Selectmen recently conditionally oe 
a $1.6 million trash fee. 

In a 4to-1 vote, with Selectman John DePinto 
the lone dissenter, the board authorized Town 
Administrator David Ragucci to levy the high- 
est allowable trash fee on citizens, who will 
pay an estimated $252 per household for curb- 
side refuse pickup. 

According to Selectmen Chair Paul Rotondi, 
who has opposed garbage fees in the past, he 
believes Stoneham has no other option but to 
impose the charge, given the devastating list of 
cuts outlined by Ragucci (see related story). 


In particular, the Selectman argued that the 
town’s finances are signficantly hamstrung by 
a lack of new revenues, especially with loom- 
ing state aid reductions and the fact that the 
town relied on $800,000 in no-longer-available, 
one-time revenues to balance the FY’1l budg- 
et. 


“I don’t think we have an alternative. I don’t 
want the town to be in a tizzy over the cuts and 
then at the last meeting, we pass a trash fee,” 
added Rotondi, who felt the last minute 
actions of previous boards came after the 
townspeople turned drastically against one 
another. 

However, the Selectmen chair did stipulate 
that his support for the garbage fee hinged 
upon two major conditions: 

¢ That a majority of the School Committee, 
Finance Board, and Selectmen all formally 
agree to a four-to-five year financial plan by 
March 1; 

¢ That if an override should make it onto the 
ballot and pass, the trash fee will not be insti- 
tuted. 

“T will not ask the residents of this town for 
any more money, unless we have some assur- 
ances that we’re going to manage better,” 
Rotondi vowed. 


Though the trash fee will avert some layoffs 
and service cuts, the Town Administrator has 
presently predicted that Stoneham will face a 
$2.57 million deficit next year. 

And since the town can’t raise more than $1.6 
million for a trash fee — the full cost of 
Stoneham’s curbside pickup services — local 
officials will still need to find a way to slash 
around $1 million from the FY’12 budget 

On Tuesday night, veteran Selectman Robert 
Sweeney agreed to accept the conditions of 
Rotondi’s refuse fee motion, but insisted that 
Stoneham needs the revenue influx regardless 
of whether the boards can come to an agree- 
ment. 

When the Selectmen later discussed when to 
have a Tri-Board meeting, with some pointing 
out that holding it in Town Hall may “ursurp” 
the School Committee’s desire to convene the 
gathering at the high school, Sweeney quipped 
that the group would never come to consensus 
if they couldn’t even set a meeting time. 


“Even if they don’t agree, we still need it,” 
said Sweeney of the trash fee. “It would be nice 
for all three boards to agree, but it’s hard 
enough to for five people to agree. Now we’re 
asking for 20 people. 


“We’re going to have meetings about where 
meetings are going to be held and you think 
you're going to get an agreement on some- 
thing?” the Selectman later jested. 


Based upon a plan presented by Rotondi and 
Ragucci last December, departmental budgets 
and revenue streams would be set for the next 
four years on a fixed percentage basis. 

By doing so, revenues will automatically be 
split based upon current percentages, while 
departmental increases will be set by the same 
standards. 

“With the percentage-based budget, thene’s 
built in incentive for departments to save 
money. They get those savings,” said Rotondi. 

“What’s happened over the past five years is 
that the town constantly saved money and all 
the money we made was lost somewhere else.”

How much will it cost? 

Overall cost is between $11- 
11.5 million, roughly $10 mil- 
lion of which would qualify for 
reimbursement from _ the 
state. Town officials believe 
that grant could cover 
between 40-50 percent of the 
estimated cost of the project. 
If awarded the funds, the town 
would be responsible for rais- 
ing the remainder of the 
$7.7M needed for the project 
on its own, which it would 
likely do through a debt exclu- 
sion question at the polls.
